The "Eight-kiler", a now defunct’ Communist—directed Negro pub— 
lication, repcrted in its issue of May 18, 1946, that this art exhibit would 
be held and thet DORETTASDARIION of "New Masses" was chairman of the arrange- 
ments Committec, end quoted her as seyinge that the purpose of the art exhibit 
wes to emphesize the great contribution of the Negro artists to Americen cul- 
ture. It wes proposed to sell the exhibited works and scventy-five per cent of 
the sale price going to the artists and the remainder being used to establish 
a fund for permanent major projects for Negro artists in /mcerica.

"The orgenizstion of trained leadership of Negroes in the scuth a necessity 
for close collaberation with his northern brothers for there has existed a 
fcar and distrust that must be overcome, and only through competent leadership 
will it be accomplished.

The Detroit "Free Press" for June 1, 1946, reported that praise for Russia 
as a peace moker end 2 stinging rebuke of President TRULN featured an ad- 
dress et this relly by PaUL ROBESON, prominent Negro baritone. It stated he 
addressed a delegation of 2,500 cheering people sat this relly and quoted him 
as saving “the leaders of our country asked for the power to act as a strike 
breaker for the profit-swollen corporations, with the Unitcd Stetes Army and 
Navy now being mobilized to break the coming strike of the Msritime Union. 
Thoseswho own our &conomy end dominate our Government ere frantic. They have 
just seen the power of Negro and white workers united." 
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ROBESON also called Russia the "most powerful and consistent 
force for peace in the world today." The ebove address by ROBESON was broad- 
cest over.a nétional hook-up.

The official minutes of the subject convention as issued 
by the NNC reported that the statement issued by the Credentials Committee, this ~~ 
committee being headed by ELEANOR GODING, New York City, and 0./PORTER, ot!lwie ~ 
Nise unidentified, reflected a total of 729 persons registered for this conven- 


tion, broken down as follows: 710 delegates, 13 observers end 6 fraternal dele- 
zates. 


The representatives present of 23 states, two from Canada, 
one from India, end one from France. Eighty-five per cent cf the delegates pres- 
ent were from trade unions and twenty per cent of the delegates were white. 


A large percentage of the representation from the trade 

unions is ncteworthy in that it reflects that some group with considerable auth- 

ority in the trade unions was active in getting the various union groups to send 
representatives and naturally the group which was responsible for the large rep-: 
resentation of the trade unions was the Communist Party, and it was only through 

their efforts that the convention itself was as successful es it wes. Consider- 

ing that eighty-five per cent of the delegates were trade union representatives and so 
of the remaining, fifteen per cent, a large number were delegates at the conven- 

tion from the CP itself and its affiliates such as the AYD and CRF, only a small 

number of the delegates were actually NNC representatives.

This “Crusade Against Lynching" was originated by PAUL ROBESON 
who is Chairman of a Committee of 80 which is now working vigorously to set 
the stage for the enactment of Federal legislation to curb lynching. The 
only Washington, D. C. member of this Committee of 60 is Dr. JOSEPH L.\JOHNSON 


Negro, Dean of Howard University Medical School, and President of the local 
chapter of the Southern Conference for Hunan Welfare. 
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The Cometittee hopes to obtain the use of either the Department of 
Labor auditorium or the Department of Interior auditorium and at present there 
is same conversation in reference to obtaining the use of Griffiths Stadium 
for the purpose of conducting a mock trial of Jim Crow for public attention,
